Tho Provincial Administration stole 
the "League's" tjiunder and appealed 
to tho Qucon. The gravamen o£ their 
plaint iti that Mv. Miickenzie declines

A 
reference to tho petition will show that 
■we do it no justice in saying this. Un- 
deterred by the action of the local 
Government, the "League," or rather 
" a sebtioH of it, petitioned, taking sub- 
stantially tha same grouDd. The peo- 
"ple of New Westminster petitioned 
the Governor-General of the Dominion 
(really the proper party), declaring 
that in their opinion the said Order in 
Council was in no way binding upon 
the present Government of Canada 
flud expressing entire concurrence in 
Mr. Macke.izie's policy regarding com- 
1 •:!io.'\ fx'rvey before oomnience- 
i.:.i.-.t. .; .onstruction— a delay which 
t]i';j not only consider proper and 
Tidcoocaiy, but in no sense a violation 
of tho Terms of Union. Tho conflict 
it will be observed, is double, 
direct and complete. Tho one party 
says tho Dominion Government is 
bound by the Order in Council to 
build the railway between Esquimalt 
and Seymour Narrows, and that the 
Terms of Union have been and are be- 
ing broken by failure on the part 
of Canada to commence construction. 
Tho other part}- declnros that Canadu is 
under no obligatiou whatever to build an 
inch of railway on Vancouver Island, and 
titat, BO far from the delay in commeuo- 
ing constrnotioD being an infraction of 
the Terms of Union, it is not only necess- 
ary but highly proper. And yet, in the 
face of theao glaring contradictions, the 
Government organs wish to make it ap- 
pear that the people of Now Westminster 
are in perfect accord with their masters I 
Gould anything more absurd well be .con- 
ceived ? Yes. Something if possible even 
more ab.snrd wo are about to exliibit to 
tbe reader's gaze. In his ministerial ca- 
paoitj Mr. Armatro'jg has petitioned the 
Queen as before mentioned. In secret 
conclave ho has mored his constituents 
to petition the Queen's Beprosentr.iive in 
direct opposition, as has been »eea, to the 
petition of the Government! In other 
•words, he declares in his capacity tj Min- 
ister that tbe Order in Council making 
Esquimalt tbe t«rminus and bringing the 
line to it via Seymour Narrows is binding 
and that tbe Dominion Government is 
Tiolatingthe Terms of Union by not com- 
mencing the work of construction on 
Vancouver Island ; while, asa member for 
New Woatmiiistoi- ho just as em])hatically 
declare! the exact opposite! Of course 
there was only one way out of the dillicul- 
ty; and that was resignation. But it 
would be too much to expect any member 
of tho present Cabinet to resign in order 
to b« consistent. It remains to be seen 
how far New Westminster will bo satis- 
fled to have one of its reiJresentativoi oc- 
oupjingao very oxtraordinary a position. 
The organ at New Westminster is very 
mnch in the same fix. While strsKuoualy 
defending its masters in their appeal to 
the Queen, it sides with its readers in 
petitioning the Queen's Representative in 
direct opposition to that appeal! Could 
inoonsisteiiQT possibly bopnuhed farther? 
Bui is there not something worse than in- 
consistency underlying all this double 
faoed,donble dealing? Is there not a dec]) 
laid plot to "divido and conquer" ? If 
Ministers can play off one sentioc of ;he 
Province against the other, don't you Bei> 
they can retain power and feather tbc-ir 
own nests ak tbe expense of both?

Tk« Locnl Goveriinient Again De- 
nounced ! 

A largo and influentii%l mooting of 
, Sa»nioh farmers — Mr. Kobort J5rowii in 
the Chair — assomb'ed at Eckalieii's llotol 
on Saturdiiy Iiiat, uad uftor arranging for 
tho Agrioulturiil Sliow, Bcnnter Maedou- 
*ld, who was present, was asked to give 
his viovrs and opinioQs on the Boihvay 
queston. Ho oomplied and said that the 
Dominion GoverumGnt did not douy that 
the treaty with British Coliunbiu hnd 
been violated; at tho sumo time it was 
nnivoraally adn:\ittod tbut tho country 
must keep faith witli us and build tho 
road as soon as possible, nod as soon as 
possible meana that they must hava more 
^tim*. The Trhole Dominion demands the 
road as a moans of oi)ouing up tho Great 
Northwest, as well as to connect thu Pa- 
cific with the Atlantic. Our jjolii y i» 
by OTery means in our power to luivc the 
XTork onco oommunood, and wlicn Canada 
is f^rlj into it she is certain, for her own 
Mk9, to go on vigorously. It is clearly 
our duty to accept some" reasonable jiro- 
posal at tho hands of Canada and not to 
accept impossibilities. Great weijjht has 
been attached to soma words in tho pre- 
amble to the Railway Bill, which are sup- 
posed to Bay that the Railxvaj' is to be 
built without increasing the taxation of 
the country. Now, the simplo faols are 
that taxation has this year been raised 
^3,000,000, and the preamble to tho Bill 
■ays that taxation ehall not gci beyond 
that amount, and it is not necessary that 
it should do so. Three millions of dol- 
lars will pay interest at 5 per cent, on 
■ixty millions, and by the time that half 
that snm is spent the revenue ol. tho Do- 
minion Tirill have irioroased over the pre- 
sent revenue to double tho amount of the 
required interest. From 18G7 to 187-t tho 
r«v«nue has risen from Si;5,()00,0t)0 
to 822,000,000, and is it not natural to 
suppose that, with tho stimulua gisen to 
every branch of industry and tho immi- 
gration flowing into the country conse- 
quent upon tho very large expenditure 
of money on the conatruction of our 
railways and canals, that it would in- 
crease more during tho next seven years 
than during the previons seven f .Ca- 
nada ia able to build the road and she 
will do it if we act in a reasonable w.^y. 
Penonally I have no reason to say a good 
irord - f or the Mackenzie Ministry. 
My intercourse with them has Loen moat 
limited and strictly oflioial, but I intend 
to givo my opinion freely even at tho 
risk of interested motives being attril) it- 
ed to me by some people at Victoria — 
probably they judge of mo by themselves; 
baiXjli^ve no favors to ask. JSad I on my 
reiurn froin Ottawa heaped undeserved 
abuse on tho Mackenzie Oovornmont, I 
might have been highly commonded; but 
I did not do so. I rather said what I 
thought, and I tell yon now that I bolievo 
Mr. Mackenzie will treat us justly. My 
opinion is also that our Local Govorn- 
ment made a great mistake in treating 
Mr. Edgar as they did. Yon have to thank 
them for mbvo delay. My advioo to you 
ii to keep together and accept reasonable 
proposals; and above all at the next elec- 
lioUito seleot as good men as you have 
now to ^^epresent your district in the Ai- 
aembly. 

Mr. Macdonald pat down amidst loud 
cheering. 

On motion it was unanimonsly nprroed 
that tho action of tho i)revious meeting 
held at tho Old SchoolhouBO on the 13th 
inst. with reference to the Railway Olaase 
of the Terms of Union should be and is 
hereby sustained.

Tho Ministry of iiritiah Columbia are 
reported to he about to send a deputation 
to England to complain that the Domin- 
ion Qovernniont have broken faith with 
the Pacific Province as to tlio terms of 
Union. Wo can hardly beliovo that Mr. 
Walkem will commit s;ic)i an act of folly. 
Tho British Coliinibiaus wero warneil at 
the time of the Union that the terms wore 
impossible of fulfilment, and they assum- 
ed a full share of responsibility for tbo 
absurd bargain. They did so with open 
•yoa, counting, doubtli'ss, on making' 
money by it in the long rwn. To run oil' 
to London to complain is, nndur such 
oircumstanoea, a ridiculous proceeding. 
The bargain cannot bo carried out. No 
saerifioe on the part of the Dominion 
would build the Puoifio Railway in tlio 
time agreed upon by tho Into reckless Ad- 
miuistration at Ottawa. The Colonial 
Minister could not recommend tho fulfil- 
mont'of the bargain. If he interfered at 
all it would doubtless bo to adviso a friend- 
ly arrangament,exactly what is proposod 
by -Mir. Mackenzie, but which the Col- 
umbian Ministry have rojocted in a dis- 
courteous manner because it docs not 
suit them to appoal to tho iieoplo on tho 
question nt tuo present momout. The 
only gain from the appeal to England, 
that wo discovor, is that it will givo tho 
British Columbian Ministry timo iirraiigo 
for the election, and socuro forsomo luein- 
bors a ploaaant trip. Tho people will get 
tired of aneh poor tactics, how ever.

**Mr. Face Both Ways " 

EniTon Colonist. — This nigiit week 
(tho 18th Juno) a public meeting was 
held at Philharmonic Hall to consider 
the propriety of petitioning the Queen, 
&o. 

I took tothatmosting, with some others 
of its isHUO, a copy of tho Victoria Dailu 
Slnndard of the '2nd of March, 137-l,froiii 
tho leadet; of which I ititeqdod reading 
to the asMmbled citizens a few ex- 
tracts. 

The leader isentitled"Maokenzie's Rail- 
way Policy," of which it is elaborately 
oulogistio. 

On ontering the Ilall, whilst the cliiu'r- 
man was ably holding forth, I notioud 
amongst the audience two members of 
tho Caljint — in a back seal tho Honorable 
tho Chief Commissioner of Lands aiul 
Works, and, well to the front the partly 
form of the Hon. the Minister of Finance, 
&c. 

It then occurred to mo that in courso 
of what should (the importance of tho 
question at issue hold in view) have boon 
a calm and dispassionate debate, those 
honorable goutlomon might have boon 
respectfully solicited to givo, vii-a voce, a 
reason for the recent and suiUien cliango 
of base of tho Cabinet of which they form 
p art. 

Thero would havo boon no impropriety 
in such a request, for who does not re- 
member how zealous and ubiquitous 
members of tho govornmont were, some 
four months ngo, at overr public moot- 
ing, in town and country, upholding and 
lavishly praising tho Maukon/.ie Ministry 
and its Kailway Policy? In Parliament 
it will be remembered, the loading nitm- 
bors of tha,Q0verjnent were ofton lauda- 
tory of Mackenzie and his Ministry. But 
to "return to our muttons:" tho bell- 
wothorsnnd toutora of tho local (lovorn- 
meut present at the mooting, for n jnir- 
poBO, wero too much on tho alert to allow 
of any quotation of weight from tho Slan- 
(iavd. 'I'liny boro with a triviality signed 
"Professor Ginx" read as a feeler, but on 
my mentioning tho Standard's loader of 
2nd March, a minglod discord of groans, 
whiatling, and othor noisos proved that 
porsoverance would havo boon unavailing. 
Having failed, therefore, Mr. Editor, in 
obtaining a hearing before the audience 
oltho-lSth,! how appeal to (he larger/ 



one of your readers, nild havo to ask in- 
sertion for the following quotations from 
the Standard, the italics in which are my 
own. , I 

In a leading article, on the 2nd March, 
it said: — 

"That Mr. Mackenzie intends to keep 
faith with British Columbia and to carry 
out the terms to the uttermost extent, is 
every day becoming more nnd more ap- 
parent. He cannot do inpossibilities, nor 
do British Columblang expeot him to 
make the attempt. Wo are assured by 
tho Globe, the organ-in-cliiof of tho Mho- 
konzio Government, that everything will 
bo done to moot tho reasonable eipocta- 
tiona of British Columbians," and that 
tho western section of the railway will be 
proceeded with sooM as all the neces- 
mvii surveys have been made and a practi- 
cable route. JltuUty determined on and loca- 
ted." Such aasurances given by tho Globe 
arc just as good as if givon by Mr. Mao- 
kenzio himself, and thi'y should set the 
mnlter nt rest once for all." 

Again, on tho 7th of tho same month, it 
had the following in its leading arti- 
cle:- 1 ■• • ■ 

British Columbians havo no reason to 
suppose that Mr. Mackenzie has any 
otlier intention tlian to carry out that ag- 
reement in good faith, so far as it is in 
Iho power of his Qovernment to do so. 
On llio contrary, he bas given tho strong- 
est possible assurances, and declared |it 
to be the policy of his Oovernment to 
build tho niterooeanic railway across tho 
continent just as rapidly as timo and 
money and tho finanoial circuinatances 
will admit. * * * * So fur as the 
ngreementto begin the workisocncerned, 
tho Charter-Sellers broke it themselves, 
aud so far as appearances go there is 
nothing" to show that the Macdonald 
Governmeut would have commoncod tho 
road on tli.'s ond of the lino by tho 20th 
July naxt, had they boon permitted to 
hold oflioo until that timo. Wo know it 
to boufact that Sir John Macdonald hud 
agreed with ISir Hugh Allan, when tbo 
sale of the Charter was effected, that he 
should have fourteen years instead of ten 
to build tho railway, and hence it ia very 
clear that he had no intention to stick 
to the Terms, nor ilid ho intend either to 
pay British Columbia the complimsnt of 
asking her to consent to any relaxation of 
them, as Mr. Mackenzie has signified hiE 
intention of doing. Therefore it oomes 
with a very bad grace from the organs of 
tho late Macdonald Ministry to oharge 
the present Administration with a breach 
of faith, or even with a desire to commit 
one, on account of anything they may 
have naid ot done in reference to the 
rai.vray terms, either as regards its com- 
mencement or its completion. The peo- 
ple of this I'rooince lnu-c. the utmost confl- 
dgnce ill the honor and inte/jrili/ of the Mac- 
kenzie Administration, and feel perfectly 
satisfied that they will do what is right by 
British Columbia. As for tho fears ex- 
pressed by the Ottawa Frte Preu and 
other organs of the Charter-Sellers about 
British Columbia taeceding from tho 
Union, wo can assure them that no such 
feeling has any existence in this part of 
tho Dominion. There is not a member who 
'joes to Ottawa from British Columbia xoho 
rciii notyice the present Government a gen- 
erous support, or who oould have been 
olect(?d if ho had declared himself in 
favor of secession." 

It will bo readily porooivod how nttor» 
ly at varianco tho forgoing extracts from 
the Standard, all in praise of Mackenzie 
and his policy, are with its recent ful- 
minatious agaiust the Dominion Goveru- 
ment. The oontrast is strikinly obvious. 

The Standard seldom, if ever, soars to 
the sublimo, but who can deny that it 
has, of late, boon writhing and wallow- 
ing in the "Serboniau bog" of tho ridi- 
culous.— Compare tho extract from the 
Standard of 7tb March, givon above, in 
which tho Canadian Govornmont is assur- 
od that no desire for secession exists in the 
Province, with its high-strung uud turgid 
l«.iiler of ITiili Juno, ending with tho quo- 
tation, once ono of O'Connoll'a, "Heredi- 
tary bondsmen, know yo not who would 
bo freo thtmaolvoa must strike the blow?" 

How inapprojjriato that quotation, 
when Columbia, from tho Eocky Moun- 
tains to tho aea,is declaring its confidence 
in tho Dominion Government ani its 
Uaihvay policy. Some in Victoria, alas! 
bosiiios tho local Government, are adrerss 
tlicroto; but it is to be hoped that soeiug 
their error, they will soon manfully retract 
and, determined to be right and true to 
their honest convictions, take "a new de- 
parture."

Bourko, Under Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs, in reply tola question from 
Mr. John Simon, said the draft, of a 
code yent by the Govornment of Rus- 
sia for tho cousidGratioii of tho Con- 
gress upon International Law, soon to 
assoiiiblo at BruKsels, rolatos to tho 
exorciijo of tlio military authority in 
ail onoiuy's country, tho distinction 
between combatants and non-oombat- 
autB, and various modes of warfare, 
roprisals, and treatment of prisonors. 
Mr, Bourke added that the British 
Oovernmont had not yet decided 
whother it would Bend delegates to 
tho Congress.

Europe- 

M.iPniD, June 29 —Dispatches received 
by the govornment this morning convey 
the startling intelligence that Morshal 
Conchas was killed yesterday in the at- 
tack on the Carliat outrenclimont at ISIo- 
rio, near Eatella. When the National 
forces learned of the death of thoir Com- 
mander they retired to their former posts 
without disorder, leaving no trophy in 
the hands of the enemy. The command 
of the Eepublican army will now be taken 
by Gen. Zabula. Orders havo boon issu- 
ed from the Carlist headquarters direct- 
ing all Qenerala to carry on the war here- 
after without truce or parly. 

The Chiiroli ot England Be- 
Btirrine Herself. 

In tho House of Lords on tbo 2l6t 
ult. tho Bishop of Peterborough, in 
moving for a Select Committee to in- 
quire into the laws relating to patron- 
age, simply an exchange of benefices 
in tho Church of England, said he was 
quite aware of the danger of raising 
such a question on account of the many 
i'lterests involved; but he be]i3ved thi t 
the danger was greater in leaving the 
evils connected with Church patrona^^o 
untouched. Public opinion Mas now 
strong enough to ensure reform; but 
reform nogleotod might load to revolu- 
tion, aud therefore V.o was anxicni.s to 
see the subject now considered by a 
Select Committee. Ue commented 
on the scandal oounected with the 
open trafHc in livings by means of 
advertisements, but he looked on that 
as only the symptom of a greater evil, 
which was that tho rights of property 
were placed above the duties attached 
to a trust, and consequently there was 
a possibility of the interests of the pat- 
ron coming into collision with the in- 
terests of the parishioners. The laws 
relating to simony stood in urgent 
need of revision, for the powers of the 
Bishop to prevent tho evils arising out 
of existing practices were very scan- 
ty-
